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Authority Supreme 
In Japan, Policy Shows

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—(4)—An outline of policy for the occu- 


pation of Japan was laid down for Gen. MacArthur before-the formal 


surrender, the White House disclosed today. 


The document, which went to? 


Gen. MacArthur on Aug. 29, re- 
veals for the first time that 
United States policy is to be su- 
preme in the contro] of Japan. 
Formal surrender terms were 
signed on Sept. 1. 

The declaration calls for sweep- 
ing changes in Japan’s economic, 
political and _ social systems— 
changes which include proposed 
“dissolution” of the great family 
monopolies which dominated Ja- 
pan’s trade and industry. 

The general is also instructed 


under this statement, which was 
prepared by the State, War and | 
Navy Departments and approved 
by the President, to remove and 
exclude from public office or po- 
sitions of private responsibility 
Japan’s militarists and ultra na-) 
tionalists. 

NIPPON’S INDUSTRIES 


Defeated Nippon’s industrial ca-' 
pacity for making war is to be’ 
wiped out by a process of remov- 
ing or destroying industries not 
needed for essential peacetime 
supplies, 

Even the properties of the Em- 
peror himself and of the govern- 
ment are declared subject to the, 
Allied program aimed at making 
Japan permanently peaceful and 
stripping the nation of its looted 
wealth. 

Envisaging a possible Japanese 
revolution, the declaration con-| 
tains this passage: 

“Changes in the form of govern- 
ment initiated by. the Japanese) 
people or government in the direc: | 
tion of modifying its feudal and. 
authoritarian tendencies are to be 
permitted and favored. In _ the 
event that the effectuation of such 
changes involves use of force by 
the Japanese people or govern- 
ment against persons opposed 
thereto, the cupreme commander 
should intervene only where nec- 
essary to insure the security of his | 
forces and the attainment of all 
other objectives of the occupa- 
tion.” 

INTER-ALLIED CONTROL | 

As to the question of inter-Allied 
control of Japan, the declaration 
says this: | 

“Although every effort will be| 
made, by consultation and by con-; 
stitution of appropriate advisory | 
bodies, to establis: policies for the| 
conduct of the occupation and the | 
control of Japan which will satis-| 
fy the principal Allied powers, in 
the event of any differences of 
opinion among them, the policies| 
of the United States will govern.” |

Peace Drait 
Depends on 
Enlistments

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—(44 
The outcome of a _ forthcoming 
Army-Navy recruitment campaign, 
Capitol Hil) believes, will deter.

If the enlistment campaign, to 
be launched as soon as the senate 
acts on a recruitmen: bill already 
passed by the house, can produce 
an estimated 1,500,000 men, in- 
cluding men already serving en- 
listments, it is almost certain there 
will be no universal training act 
now. . 

But if it falls short of congres- 
sional expectations, the lawmakers 
either will have to pare down 
their estimates of how big the 
postwar Arm yx and Navy shal! be, 
or face the alternative of a peace 
time draft. 

ARMY PESSIMISTIC 

Right now, the peacetime draft 
plan has but lukewarm backing in 
congress. 

The Army’s spokesmen have 
told congressional handlers of 
military matters they don’t expect 
the recruitment’ drive to do the 
job. ' 

Navy spokesmen have told con- 
gress they are planning on a post 
war fleet requiring ffom 500,000 
to 600,000 men. The Army hasn't 
given its figures, but best esti- 


|'mates range from a regular force 


of 500,000 men if universal train- 
ing is adopted to 1,000,000 if there 
is no peacetime draft. 


That’s a tota! of approximately 
1,500,000 for both services. 


Currently the Navy has approxe 
imately 300,000 men serving un- 
der enlistments.

ALL WORKED 

All prisoners, regardless of 
rank,.were required to work on a 
farm. In Georgia we call it a 
truck farm. The tricky Japanese 
evaded the Geneva convention 
clause which forbids employment 
of officers by asking for volun- 
teers. Naturally we all refused. 
With our refusal, our rations were 
reduced to starvation standards. 

After two months of this, we 
were further humiliated by being 
“allowed to consent” to working. 
The Japs were arrogant, smirking 
and forceful when they announced 
through an interpreter that we 
would be allowed to consent. That 
word “allowed” will always be 
ironed on my mind as one of the 
most despicable in the English 
language. 

My legs were swollen from beri- 
beri, so I only worked on the farm 
for two months.

British Talks 
May Answer 
FinancePuzzle 


By CARL D. SORESI 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—(/) 
The United States is now negoti- 
ating settlement of its lend-lease 
contract with Great Britain—our 
‘first economic ally, our. best pre- 
war customer and the war’s big- 
gest debtor: 


Just as the Anglo-American war- 
time agreement furnished the 
master plan for lend-lease, so this 
agreement may furnish the master 
plan for settling other Allied ac- 
counts. 

And, because these settlements 
will have to be meshed with world 
trade, the Anglo-American talks 
’ May produce the pattern for all 
world trade for years to come. 


TO FORGET 

In making these settlements, the 
United States is prepared to forget 
dollar payments. -The reason giv- 
en is that many of the Allies are 
so poor that if they have to pay 
their debts in full they never will 
be able to buy goods—America’s 
or anybody’s. 

Economists are not overlooking 
the possibility that in arranging 
“forgiveness,” America may be 
able to bring about a lowering 
of world trade barriers. 

Toward winning the war, Amer- 
ica lend-leased nearly $43,000,000,- 
000 in war goods and services 4 
some 40 Allied nations. In revers 
lend-lease, Uncle Sam received $5,- 
600,364,000 worth of goods and 
services—slightly more than .13 
per cent of what he exported. 

Britain had received nearly $13.- 
500,000,000 in goods up to July, 
1945, and had returned about $3.,- 
690,000,000 in reverse lend-lease. 

A British economic mission, 
headed by Lord Halifax, ambassa- 
dor to the U. S., and Lord Keynes, 
Britain's foremost world econo- 
mist, is meeting with Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Will Clayton, Sec- 
retary of Commerce Henry A. Wal- 
lace, Foreign Economic Adminis- 
trator Leo Crowley, and other 
American officials. 
CONSIDERATIONS 

Three general considerations en- 
ter into the settlements: ; 

1. How much in munitions and 
_ goods convertible to civilian use 

are on order but have not yet been 
shipped? 

2. What is left of goods shipped 
but not “consumed, lost or stolen?” 

3. How much material actually 
Was consumed in battle? 

The problem is largely a matter 
of weeding out the unwanted mil- 
itary goods, which America will 
take back as war surpluses, from 
the civilian goods, which will aid 
England’s industrial reconversion. 

Britain is reported willing to 


pay for immediately usable goods 
over a 30-year period at 23-8 per | 
cent. , | 
The trouble comes on the ques-, 
tion of goods actually consumed in 
bettle—totaling more than half of 
the lend-lease chalked up against 
Britain. 

The problem is: What is the 
price of a bullet or a life lost in 
fighting alongside an ally? 

Because officials agree there is 
mo yardstick to measure such costs, 
the elements of “forgiveness” is ex- 
pected to enter.

Two Careers 
Mark Life 
Of Dr. Smith 


By MARY KEY WYNNE. 

Dr. Roy L. Smith; world-known 
religious leader and mnewspaper- 
man, has successfully combined 
two careers for 40 years. 

Dr. Smith, who is in Atlanta this 
week for a series of evangelistic 
services at Wesley Memorial 
church, entered the journalistic 
field at the age of 11, when he was 
correspondent in his community 
for a small county seat paper in 
his native state of Kansas. 

At 15, he was offered $15 a 
week to work on a daily paper— 
which was $6 more than his fa- 
ther. a miller, was making. His 
parents turned the job down for 
him in order that he might con- 
tinue with his education. 

When Dr. Smith, who is now 
editor of the Christian Advocate— 
the official organ of the Methodist 
church, whose circulation of 350,- 
000 exceeds that of any other re- 
ligious publication in the world, 
was 19 years old he began his sec- 
ond career, preaching. 

AUTHOR OF 20 BOOKS 

Today Dr. Smith, a resident of 
Chicago, writes approximately 10,- 
000 words a week for publication, 
speaks at least 450 times a year, 
is author of 20 books and has con- 
tributed articles to 350 newspa- 
pers. 

For a number of years Dr. 
Smith, former pastor of the largest 
Methodist church in America (the 
First Methodist church of Los An- 
geles), was a foreign correspond- 
ent in the Far East for from 25 to 
30 newspapers, including The Hol- 
lywood Citizen, The Tampa Trib- 
une and The Oklahoman. 

Previous to that, he was a corre- 
gspondent in Europe for the Chi- 
cago Tribune. At the same time 
he also was contributing special 
features to other newspapers. For 
20 years the Tribune syndicated 
his daily “Sentence Sermons.” 

“The peace of the world in the 
mext 200 years will depend upon 
conditions in the Pacific,” the 
preacher-journalist told The Con- 
stitution yesterday, explaining that 
2 vast amount of natural wealth 
lies in the Orient. 

“Europe is destitute and burned 
out,” he continued. “There is no 
chance of the continent’s recover- 
ing for another 100 years.” 
CHINA’S FUTURE 

Dr. Smith predicted that China 
would, in the next 25 years, enter 
a great industrial revolution. This 
country has conferred The Order 
of Jade, the highest honor given 
a non-Chinese, upon Dr, Smith. 

The Atlanta visitor, who says 
that the victory over Japan is 
primarily an American - Chinese 
victory, declared: 
holds an enviable position, for she 
has the complete confidence of 
the Oriential countries.” 

The core of the Japanese peace 
party, Dr. Smith says, was com- 
posed of Jap Chrisuauns. “It is 
doubtful whether American mis- 
sionaries can return to Japan,” the 
Methodist leader said. “We have 
received no word from Gen. Mac- 
Arthur as to whether our mis- 
Sionaries will be permitted in that 
country or not. 

“The Methodist church of Ja- 
pan,” he explained, “is independ- 
ent of the American Methodist 
church. In other words, the Jap- 
enese church elects its own bish- 
ops and boards. There are approx: 
imately 300,000 Protestant Chris- 
tians in Japan today. 

“We haven’t sent new mission- 
@ries to Japan in 10 years,” he 
added. “The only missionaries who 
have gone to that country have 
been more-or-less considered loans 
from the American church.” 

Dr. Smith, who has received 18 
cegrees from 14 different educa- 
tional institutions, served as chair- 
man for the Pacific coast on the 
committee for non-participation in 
Japanese aggression, a movement 
to stop the American sales of gas- 
cline and scrap iron to Japan.

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Women PWs Stick to Naziism 
In Italian Prison Compound

WOMEN’S COMPOUND, PW ENCLOSURE, FLORENCE, Italy. — 
(INS)—The fence was high and boarded, topped by huge coils of

barbed wire. 


But through wide slits German male PWs marching past from a 
neighboring cage looked in at the women and smiled—and the SS 


women smiled back. 

One of the grinning young 
blondes scowled quickly, how- 
ever, when an American MP hap- 
pened to catch her eye. 

There were 684 women in the 
cage; some were SS, some were 
just Germans, the rest were Ital- 
ian, French, Yugoslavs and other 
nationalities who had served with 
the Nazi army. 


FORCED INTO ARMY

Some were vicious, some were | 


colorless and all were being held | 


for special investigation. 

While most of the female PWs 
were contemptuous, a few were 
not at all arrogant. 

“They are nice, all right,” said 
one GI. “They get along with 
anybody, and were just as nice 
and co-operative when they wore 
the skull-and-crossbones of the SS 
on their uniforms.” 

LITTLE WORK 

There was little work to keep 
them busy, and aside from the few 
who were mopping floors or wash- 
ing their clothes in outside tubs, 
they dozed in the sun or just sat 
and talked: According to one SS 
girl the fanatic Nazis there were 
still spreading the “gospel.” 

Nobody was particularly con- 
cerned, however, for as one officer 
put it: “They’re not worth bother- 
ing with, and you couldn't re- 
educate them anyhow.” 

There has been no sex problem 
so far, the officials said, although 
one girl was put into solitary con- 
finement when she stood nude be- 
fore her window. Once or twice 
a German girl has tried to get an 
American guard inside. 

“Nobody falls, though,” a camp 
officer said. 

WIDELY ASSORTED 

The women were a widely as- 
sorted group from 16 to 50. 

With so many females closeted 
together, and men being seen only 
at a distance or during official 
visits, the women were uncon- 
cerned about their appearance. 

The German prisoners are still 
following their super-race non- 
sense, and the SS females object 
to living in the same cage with 
other nationalities. 

They get 10 cents a day and 
free PX rations of soap and to- 


bacco, but they complain because 


they get no nail polish, powder 
or cold cream. 

“Let ’em,” a combat veteran 
guard said. “They don’t need no 
paint and powder here.” 

The women admit they are eat- 
ing better than they did in the 
German army, and getting white

NEW YORK,'Sept. 22.—(4)—Paradox of the automobile industry 
is that used cars may cost more than new ones for a 


Second-hand car prices have 
dipped around 10 to 15 per cent 
throughout the country since V-J 
but late models—1940, 1941 and 
1942—still cost $100 to $300 more 
than they did originally. Automo- 
bile dealers and trade groups cx- 
plain it like this: 

The Office of Price Administra: 
tion has chilled petitions by car 
dealers for an elimination of ceil- 
ings on used cars, OPA Head 
Chester Bowles also is on record 
as figuring most makes of auto- 
mobiles will return to the market 
at 1942 prices. 

But the ceilings for used cars 
were set higher than what the 
automobiles cost in the first place. 
The government allowed dealers 
this hike to take care of storage 
charges. Prices may stay at this 
level until there are plenty of 
used and new autos to go around. 
CEILINGS OPPOSED 

The dealers argue that it would 
be better to eliminate ceilings for 
used cars. 

They claim that motorists turn- 
ing in old cars for new ones are 
inclined to demand the ceiling 
price for old models, Dealers be- 
lieve prices would dip to a lower 
level if ceilings were removed. 

Dealers figure it may be two 
years or longer before the second- 
hand car market gets back to 
normal. A few feel that the con- 
dition may last only to the end of 
1946. 

In the meantime the volume and 
prices of new autos will determine 
prices in the used market—the 
same as in the past. 

Most dealers guess that persons 
with older cars, say the vintage 
of 1935, will not bother to trade

000,000 autos would have been 
sold during the years we were 
at war—if they had been avail- 
able. 

If the industry makes its goal 
of around 5,000,000 cars a year, 
it will take about three years to 
fill this demand.

We figured the Japs were play- 
ing with our nerves and that our 
execution was certain. It seemed

“LAST OFF 

Our ship was the last one to 
take off from the aircraft carrier 
Hornet that squally, cloudy morn- 
ing of April 18, 1942. Lt. Nielsen 
was well on his way to Tokyo 
when we got off, but our destina- 
tion was Nagoya, 300 miles south 
of Tokyo. We were to drop in- 
cendiary bombs on aircraft facto- 
ries and oil tanks. 

We dropped ’em, too, and we 
didn’t miss. We bombed from 500 
feet with ack-ack bursting all 
around us, but we never got hit. 

We circled fast, took a look at 
the fires and then headed west 
and a little south for the China 
coast. 
~ We sang songs and kidded each 
ether a lot about what daring 
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young men we were, because, ac- 
tually, the bombing wasn’t any- 


thing at all. 
We had a lot of candy on board 


our ship and we munched on it 


most of the afternoon, but along 
toward evening we began to run 
into bad weather—fog and rain. 

Our destination was Chu-Chou, 
which is about 100 miles from 
Hangchow. We made it all right, 
but the fog was so thick we 
couldn’t locate the field. 


OUT OF GAS 

So we decided to fly on, but 
soon our gasoline gauges showed 
empty, so there was nothing to do 
but bail out. George Barr was the 
first to jump; then Harold Spatz; 
then we two and finally our pilot, 
William Farrow. 

We landed in a rice paddy and 
slept the rest of the night on 
mounds we later found were Chi- 
nese graves. There are thousands 
of them in that area. The next 
morning we saw a telephone line 
and we followed it, thinking it 
would lead us to a village. 

We passed several shacks on the 
way with children swarming 
around them. They were friendly, 
laughing kids, but they couldn’t 
understand us. Their mothers 
stayed in the background. 

A little later we met some Chi- 
nese peasants who were friendly, 
too, We gave them some cigarets 
and tried to talk to them. They 
smiled and bowed, but while we 
were standing there we heard 
people back of us begin to shout 
and in a few minutes five Japa- 
nese soldiers, armed with rifles, 
swords and pistols came running 
up. 
CAPTURED. ~°* 

They marched us away with 
them, but they didn’t mistreat us. 
In fact, they seemed to be awfully 
interested in us. They took us to 
a little town. 

We sat around most of the day 
in a large white building which 
seemed to be a kind of city hall. 
We fed them cigarets and tried 
to understand what they were say- 
ing. During the day dozens of 
Japs came in to look us over. It

was like a session at a general 
store in a small town. 

We were questioned some later 
in the day, and once an interpreter 
got excited and seized us when 
we declined to give any informa- 
tion, but an officer made him stop, 
This interpreter said in broken 
English: 

“You prisoner of war now and 
rules are Japanese. You our prop- 
erty. Your lives depend on how 
you obey us.” 

The morning of the 20th we 
were blindfolded and handcuffed 
and taken by truck to an airport 
where we boarded a Jap transport 
plane. We flew about an hour 
and then landed, but we’ve never 
been able to figure out what town 
it was. 

CREW TOGETHER 


All the members of our B-25 
crew were together then—Farrow, 
Barr, Spatz and ourselves. When 
we got to this town we were 
whisked off to a jail, still blind- 
folded, and put in solitary. We 
didn’t get anything to eat. 

After awhile the questioning 
started. A Jap officer sat at a desk 
in a small room and the inter- 
preter said: 

“This is the kindest judge in all 
China.” 

We were asked questions about 
the Hornet and Col. Doolittle— 
he was a colonel then—but we re- 
fused to answer. It was sort of 
amazing to us that they knew our 
point of takeoff and the name of 
our leader, since the whole thing 
had been such a secret. And this 
was only two days after the raid! 
But we didn’t let on that they had 
the truth. 

Suddenly the interpreter gave 
out a regular war-whoop. 

“When you look at the judge, 
look him in the eye,” he shouted. 

So we looked at the judge, right 
in the eyes, and we found it was 
easy to stare him down. 

JAPS GET NOTHING 


When they didn’t get any place 
the interpreter said it would be a 
great honor for them to slice off 
our heads the next morning. 

We didn’t say anything. In a 
few minutes we were taken to an-

We got plenty of rough treat- 
ment in Tokyo. Once an officer 


became enraged when he thought 
one of us (Capt. Hite) was trying 
to reach for a cigaret with hand- 
cuffed hands.

Every 
time he’d strike he’d scream, an 
unearthly sound.

They kicked us, beat us with

FORCED TO KNEES 


We spent a lot of time on our 
knees during the questioning and

we'd get a blow in the face or 
sometimes a jab in the nose or 
cheek with a bamboo rod. It was 
pretty grim. 

The questioning went on for two 
weeks, but then it ended and we 
were kept in solitary—dirty, tired 
and hungry. 

But on June 19 they packed us 
back to Shanghai and the bridge 
house that Capt. Nielson has told 
you about. After 70 days in 


Bridge House we were transfer- 
red to the civic center where we 


had our first court-martial. We 
were kept in ignorance of our fate 
until Oct. 15, 1942, when we had 
our second court-martial.

Finally, the child’s family and 
friends settled down to strive to 
make Lynn happy and contented 
during her last days of life.

was once forced to admit despair- | 
ingly: “the dismayed critic finds | 
that he spent an entire evening of | 
shameless enjoyment. But we 
have not lost all hope. Perhaps, 
at sorme future performance some- 
one will break an E string and 
then we can proceed happily to 
demolish Mr. Stokowski.”’ 

MUSIC HISTORY MADE 

During those years a galaxy of 
famous conductors made sym- 
phonic history and _ established 
anew, authentic standards of ap- 
pfaisal. There was the exciting 
geason of 1925, when Serge Kous- 
sevitzky, succeeding Pierre Mon- 
teux, was brought from Paris to 
challenge Stokowski’s supremacy | 
and add lustrous pages to the Bos- 
tonians’ impressive record. 

From Amsterdam came Willem 
Mengelberg, the Dutch Titan and 
incomparable classicist; from Leip- 
zig, Wilhelm Furtwaengler, suc- 
cessor to the great Arthur Nikisch, 
himself an.ardent romanticist and 
authoritati-e exponent of the Ger- 
man tradition. Bruno Walter, im- | 
bued with the spirit of old Vienna, 
mace his initial bow as guest-cun- 
ductor with the New York Sym- 
phony and in one particularly 
memorable concert, conducted an 
utterly ravishing performance of 
Schubert's C major symphony. 

Into this select milieu burst the 
insurgent Stravinsky to rock the 
orthodox with entire programs of 
his revolutionary works. 
TOSCANINI COMES 

In their wake followed Arturo 
Toscanini, reverently dubbed “the 
miracle-man,” whose 10-year term 
with the Philharmonic (1926-36) 
reached its peak in the magnifi- 
cent Beethoven and Brahms cycles 
—an unforgettable musical experi- 
ence.

Imagine a rambling, vine-covered, white clapboard ranch house, 
situated in a grove of spreading oaks and approached by a long lane 
bordered with mimosa trees, with barns and stables in the distance 
and a white Kentucky fence, where roses climb, surrounding it, and 
you have a mental picture of Chillun Haven, the charming country 
home belonging to Nora and Dick Hull. In fact it is easy to believe 
that you havé been transplanted to the famed Blue Grass region 
when you glimpse the gently rolling 500-acre farm located on the 
outskirts of Duluth, an easy drive of 30 or 40 minutes from the 
Hulls’ city home on Chatham road. 

It is here that Nora and Dick and their family, consisting of 
Jody, who is 14; Susan, aged 12; Gerry and Richard Jr., who are 
four and six respectively, spend their summer vacations and enter- 
tain at weekend parties during the spring and autumn seasons. 
The place combines all the desired attributes of real suburban living 
and out-of-door pleasures—a béautiful sapphire blue swimming pool, 
horses to ride, a rope swing and a hammock, tennis and badminton 
courts, bicycles, scooters, ad infinitum. The children enjoy nothing 
more than to spend the day on the farm in the broiling sun, and 
on a recent occasion when Sally went to call, she found Susan and 
her close friend, Virginia Hall, riding a tractor while they plowed a 
50-acre field, believe it or not—and doing a good job of it, too! 


The house is built somewhat in the shape of an H. There is 
the main section consisting of a long living room with a dining 
alcove in a huge bay window, the children’s dining room, and the 
kitchen. The ceiling in the living room is built of arched cross 
beams of pickled pine which contrast effectively with the natural 
pine-paneled walls. Mammoth sliding windows, reaching from the - 
floor to the ceiling, admit a flood of sunshine during the day and 
cooling breezes all summer long. The living room is furnished 
entirely in maple, with yellow, mulberry and blue floral uphol- 
stery covering the sofas and chairs which are drawn up before 
the huge fireplace.

Just off the living room is the spacious.-screened porch, over- 
looking the terrace, with its comfortable chaise and bamboo furni- 
ture, and the swimming pool and bathhouses.

The master bedroom and guest room, with their peach walls, 
maple twin beds, dressing tables, chests, tables and chairs, occupy 
the left wing, which is approached by a narrow pine-paneled hall, 
filled with linen and clothes closets, perfectly ventilated and lighted. 
The draperies in both rooms are made of cretonne in bright floral 
designs. 

From the dining room there is another pine-paneled hallway 
leading to Jody’s and Susan’s bedroom.

At the very end of the hallway is the long bedroom, occupied 
by Gerry and Richard, which boasts of five single beds similar to 
those in the girls’ room, maple highboys, and shoe chests, each 
bearing the name in bold design of its owner. The chests were 
given to the boys as Christmas presents by their aunt and uncle, 
Louise and Inman Brandon, and were originally designed for toy 
chests but have been converted into shoe boxes. 

The flower cutting garden flanks the right-hand side yard, to- 
gether with Nora’s rabbit hutches, and beyond is the vegetable 
plot. Then there are the servants’ quarters and the chicken house, 
and lastly, the freezing and slaughter houses. 

When Chillun Haven was under construction, Nora sent her 
mother a plan of the living room, and Mrs. Glancy, sight unseen, 


selected all of the furniture for 
it and shipped it to Nora and 
Dick as a gift from her and Mr. 
Glancy. Included in their gift 
were an old cobbler’s bench, 
which Nora uses for a coffee 
table, and a Mexican bullfight 
trumpeteer, made of heavy pot- 
tery, which is used as a center- 
piece for the dining room table. 
Another unique vase which she 
selected, mainly because of its 
resemblance to Susan, is the 
head of a cute little girl with 
blond pigtails and a cocky straw 
hat, the crown of which is an 
opening for flowers. 

The walls of Chillun Haven 
no longer resound with the 
voices of its happy owners, for 
school has opened again and the 
family has moved into town for 
the winter. But Annie and John, 
the family servants, are always 
on hand to get things in readi- 
ness at a moment’s notice for a 
weekend party in the country.

ALL IN THE GAME 
JACK TROY 


SANFORD STADIUM, ATHENS, Ga., 
Dr ‘ 5. V. Sanford Sept. 22.—There is a depth of sadness on 
the occasion of the beginning of a new football season at the Uni- 
versity. 

The greatest friend of athletics Georgia ever had—the man for 
whom the stadium is named—was laid to rest 
virtually on the eve of a season he had planned 
to enjoy. 

Dr. Steadman V. Sanford, chancellor 
of the University System’ and for many 
years president of the Southern Confer- 
ence, would have enjoyed this season 
next to the year of the stadium dedication 
(when Georgia beat Yale again). For the 
University of Georgia Athletic Associa- 
tion had planned a surprise honor for the 
revered educator. 

Wallace Butts, director of athletics and head 
coach, now has announced plans to commemo- 
Tate the life and deeds of the late chancellor. 

A bronze bust will be unveiled in his memory at Sanford stadium 
when the Bulldogs play L. S. U. in the annual home-coming game 
on Oct. 20. 

“We originally planned it as a surprise honor for Dr. Sanford,” 
Butts explained. “We are sorry that he cannot be present on this 
occasion to know how much we really thought of him.” 

Thus the athletic department of Georgia will be the first 
to pay tribute to his memory, and it is indeed fitting. In the 
42 years in which Dr. Sanford served the University of 
Georgia in many capacities, his interest in athletics was an 
inspiration to those who directed the programs. 

When Dr. Sanford walked through Sanford stadium on 
football Saturdays, waving to old friends, one got the idea he 
knew every person present. He was widely admired. 

The bronze bust, now being completed by Steffen Thomas, At- 
lanta sculptor, will be placed just inside the entrance to the stadium.

The report of recognized engineering 
authorities that construction of a nine-foot 
channel from Columbus to Atlanta would 
be both practical and profitable has given 
néw impetus to the movement to make 
this city a river port of consequence. 


The engineers who conducted the com- 
prehensive survey to determine the plaus- 
ibility of the project estimate that a mini- 
mum of two and a half million tons of 
freight a year would clear through Atlanta 
and that the savings to shippers would be 
in excess of three million dollars annually. 


This report, backed up by facts and 
figures, has made converts of many for- 
merly prone to scoff at Atlanta’s dream of 
someday becoming a large inland port. 
For even the skeptics have been forced 
to admit that, if such a large saving is 
in sight from: companies already located 
in the area, there is no estimating the vol-

Access to cheap water transportation, 
in addition to the manifold advantages 
which Atlanta already offers, would doubt- 
less bring hundreds oi new manufacturing 
plants to this area.

Relief Kits 
Send a Little Beam. 


On the cover page of the Christian Index of 
current issue is a picture of the committee of 
the First Baptist church of Griffin, Ga. The 

committee stands behind some of the 1,000 relief kits filled to be 
sent to the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics—Russia. 


On page nine I read that churches in Mobile, Fort Worth, Waco. 
Memphis, Raleigh and Petersburg, Va., have pledged to send 1,000 
kits or more. 

On the same page I read that Pastor Byron Wilkinson, of the 
First Baptist church of Griffin, has found a Russian friend who 
has translated a special word of greeting from the pastor and his 
flock to be put in each kit. 

Now, whoever thought up that idea, as a practical method of 
foreign missions, and of getting the Baptist foot in the Soviet door, 
certainly wasn’t behind the door when the brains were passed out, 
to quote a phrase of the eminent Snuffy Smith, of the Sunday 
comic pages. 

It has the merit of meeting a very deep need. And it conveys 
to the Russian women and girls who receive the kits the fact 
there is in the United States a church known as the Baptist church. 
It also conveys the fact that this church is interested in the wel- 
fare of the Soviet peoples. It has the quality, too, of making for 
friendship for the people of America, a friendship which the 
Russians naturally pogsess. The two peoples have, too, a mutual 
admiration for the deeds and accomplishments of each. 

The fact that many churches in small towns are getting back 
notes of thanks for the kits from Soviet citizens serves to interest 
the people receiving them. It makes something tangible, not only 
of that great land mass known as the Soviet Union. It also makes 
a real person of one of those far-away and somewhat mysterious 
Russians. 

It demonstrates that they are not so different from us after all. 
They appreciate having needles and thread and other small items 


necessary to any household. 

Attitude The Soviet officials are pleased to have the kits 
come in. Their attitude toward religious organiza- 

tions is not fixed. 

With good reason they viewed the old church as representing 
the ruling classes. ‘The rich love God and God loves the rich” 
was one of the cynical proverbs of the old days. The clergy in 
old Russia, with the usual exceptions, had never made the church 
a part of the life of the people. It still had not come very far 
from the church of the middle ages, when churches served almost 
entirely as repositories where were withdrawn and concealed the 
holy writings and rituals of worship. 

Lenin’s statement that religion was the narcotic of the people 
had for Russians an element of truth not to be disputed. 

The Soviet government is suspicious of religious organizations. 
Yet the churches were never entirely closed. I think any fair- 
minded person, visiting Moscow, for instance, would admit there 
had been too many churches. Hundreds of them were built by a 
victorious Tzar who staffed them with a set of clergy. Many of 
these never filled any real purpose of worship.

A Russian census (1937), results of which frankly were re- 
vealed by Russia, showed two-thirds of the peasants and one-third 
of city population still held religious beliefs. 

Hitler had attempted, in Berlin, to pose as a defender of Chris- 
tianity in Russia. With the aid of emigre priests, who denounced 
the Soviet government, he set up the “Orthodox” church, reopen- 
ing the cathedral, long closed. 

But in Russia the Orthodox church and its hierarchy fervently 
supported Stalin, the Soviet state and the Red army. Metropolitan 
Sergei, later to be elected Patriarch, sounded a holy call, “Our coun- 
try is in peril. All into the ranks. ... Shame on all... who re- 
main indifferent to this call.” 

The state responded by closing anti-religious museums, by halt- 
ing publication of anti-religious propaganda. On Nov. 7, 1942, 
Pravda published a telegram from Stalin to Sergei which said, in 
part: “I heartily, and with prayer, greet you personally as the 
jeader appointed by God of our military and cultural forces. Let 
God bless with success ... your deeds for our country.” 

Ivan Poliansky, chairman of the council on non-orthodox creeds, 
has said that “In the Soviet Union all religions are equal. There 
is no single, superior religion.” He said further that any group of 
20 or more persons could apply to have a church opened. 

So, indeed, does time move on and the Soviet Union, composed 
of good, earnest peoples, knows that it must move with them, meet- 
ing and fulfilling the wishes of the people. 

And, so indeed, do the relief kits create a tie between Russians 
and Americans which may prove stronger than great words.

Resign Prison Post? 


Veteran political maneuverers are baffled by 
the resignation of Frank Hammack as director of 
corrections—and by his appointment as assistant 

attorney general “in charge of investigations.” They cannot under- 
stand why Hammack would leave a $7,000-a-year job for a $5,000 
job. More especially, they cannot understand why he would quit 
the prison post when he is at the height of his popularity. A year 
ago a lot of people were after his scalp, and his replacement was 
expected any day. That was when he had just moved in from the 
FBI office to this political hot spot of reforming Georgia’s prison 
system. Today his former critics are highly pleased with the job he 
has done with the penal system, and would like to see him continue 
in charge. 

Unable to dope out why Hammack transferred jobs, some politi- 
cal observers believe he and Gov. Arnall are doing a bit of political 
chess playing. The Governor is expected to name the newly created 
constitutional board of corrections soon, to replace the powerless 
advisory board. The new board will do the hiring and firing of 
the director, instead of the Governor appointing him. These ob- 
servers think perhaps Hammack has laid his resignation on the 
table so the new board can hire anyone they choose without deal- 
ing in personalities—and since Hammack’s record is so outstanding, 
it is obvious to these observers that Hammack would be elected 
by the new board. He would be relieved of any embarrassment if 
the board picked someone else, and would receive a well-earned 
vote of confidence if the board asked him to continue. (His 
resignation doesn’t become effective until his successor is named.)

UNIQUE. Sigmund I. Rothschild is 
what you might call ‘‘a collector’s 
collector.’”” He believes that if there 
are two or more of anything in the 
world, ‘somebody will collect them. 

Rothschild has a cubby-hole shop 
in the middle of bustling New York 
where he collects just about every- 
thing: shoe buckles, arrowheads, car- 
bide lamps, Sweet Caporal cigarette 
cards, hat pins, pencil boxes, bottle 
tops, buttons, fossils, baby shoes, 
epaulettes, tintypes, totem poles, epi- 
taphs, sea shells, piggy banks, and 
small bits of mountains.

His collection 
has dust from the Taj Mahal, Buck- 
ingham Palace, the Gobi Desert, 
Pompeii, and the Alcazar. 

Mr. Rothschild, who is 54, started 
his career in the celluloid business. 
He was a stamp collector on the side. 
In 1925 he lost his business and was

left with nothing to line his stomach 
but stamps. He began to give stamp 
lectures in department stores. 

In Easton, Pa., a doctor heard one 
of these lectures and said, ‘Come out 
and see my collection.”’ Rothschild 
expected to see stamps. Instead he 
saw three garages, one filled with 
wooden Indians, one filled with eigh- 
teenth-century stoves, one filled with 
French pianos. ° 

“That started me on hobbies,” 
he says. “And I learned that intelli- 
gence is the difference between an 
accumulator and a collector. I love a 
collector.” 

Well, who doesn’t? Unless he’s a 
bill collector.

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For A Richer America

War has used up many of 
our resources. Now we must 
restore them. Doing it will 
provide jobs for millions... 


N STATE capitols this year, around the 

brass spittoons on the rubber mats 
which survived the drives for scarce war 
materials, members of legislatures have 
been thinking about conservation. Aware 
of the terrific drain of the costliest of wars 
on our resources, more and more states 
have passed laws to protect those re- 
sources in the future. The process is ad- 
mirable but a little late. 

It is not difficult to understand the fears 
which pushéd the legislature. The tree 
that grew last year in Minnesota is a dis- 
carded packing box on the beach at Oki- 
nawa now. The oil out of deep California 
wells roared in victory over Tokyo. Ameri- 
can soil has given of its resources to pro- 
duce more food for more people than any 
nation ever produced before. Minerals 
move faster out of our mines. Synthetic 
rubber plants and paper mills gulp down 
what once seemed a limitless resource 
of water. 


Ir 1s reassuring to suppose that we can 
save again after the spending for victory 
is over. Maybe we can. But the higher- 
ups are talking about 60,000,000 jobs, and 
“full production.’”’ That may not mean 
headlong haste in the use of our resources. 
But jobs mean materials under the hands 
of men, and materials mean resources out 
of our land. 

Conservation must have a new meaning 
for such a time. Its business must be not 
merely saving but creating. For the future 
about which we talk glibly, conservation 
cannot be a process of. carefully keeping 


less, but creatively producing and pos- 
sessing more. 

We can-do it. We have to do it. The 
belief that when the frontier reached the 
Pacific we were shut up in a continent of 
constantly diminishing possessions is now 
known to be as false as it has actually 
always been. Undoubtedly some resources 
are gone forever. But the plenty that the 
pioneers possessed was a poverty pure and 
simple compared to our possibilities. 


FortuNnaTELY we have made beginnings 
in the new conservation. Soil conserva- 
tion as a national enterprise is scarcely 


more than twenty years old. Our Forest. 


Service now is not merely concerned with 
guarding trees but in growing them for 
use. Already reclamation has made gar- 
dens where nature provided only the des- 
ert. The great dams at Grand Coulee and 
Boulder have taught us patterns for the 
future. There is greater plenty in our 
laboratories than Lewis and Clarke found 
in the wilderness. Indeed, in terms of all 
its possibilities for people, America is 
potentially richer than it was when the 
first settler put the first ax to the first 
tree in it. 

This 1s no time for worry about a wasted 
America or saving what is left of it. It isa 
time for intelligence in the use of our 


* knowledge and powers to develop Amer- 


ica. 

The men of our victories will not will- 
ingly be the kibitzers of our decay. They 
will not be content with any conservation 
conceived in the parsimonious use of the 
remainders of plenty. Creatively, adven- 
turously, without any need for apologies 
for ourselves in comparison with the pio- 
neers, we face the greatest American job 

a job for the 130,000,000 — of assur- 
ing to ourselves and our fellows a bounte- 
ous living in a beautiful land

Thousands of our men will be 
coming back to school — married. 
They may have a tough time of it. 


Here’s how the Bishows manage 


664 °M SORRY, professor, I simply can’t get 
| that term paper in until tomorrow. The 
baby is teething.” 

That’s the kind of excuse all professors can 
get ready to hear from veteran students like 
David Bishow. Surveys indicate 60 percent 
of the GI’s planning to return to college are

married — or will be by the time they enroll. 

Although many veterans are not planning 
to return to college, a certain proportion will 
take advantage of the government allowance. 
Making ends meet on this allowance will not 
be easy, but this story proves it can be done. 

Colleges all over the country are making 
plans to take care of GI’s and families. As 
to how it works — whether Junior is quiet 
enough 80 that Dad can study his calculus, 
and whether you can support a family of 
three on the GI stipend of tuition plus $75 
a month, are questions that can probably 
best be answered by someone like Dave who 


is trying to do it and knows what the score is. 
On November 1, 1944, Dave — 26, tall, 
bronzed from Army camp life — his wife, 
Joan, and their four-months-old daughter, 
Michael, arrived on Hamilton College’s rural 
campus, about a mile from Clinton, N. Y., 
and settled down in one-half of a college- 
owned twin house. About the first thing 
they did was to pick some apples from a 
tree in the backyard and start canning 
them. It’s not usually the first step in setting 
up housekeeping, but on a GI educational 
budget you soon learn to be resourceful. 
Dave arrived in October, asked the college 


about housing facilities for his family and 
took temporary quarters in a dormitory. 

“We will be getting requests like this from 
a lot of returning veterans before long,’’ Act- 
ing President Thomas Rudd said. “They 
deserve the best we can do for them.” 

The college reached into its stock of faculty 
homes and offered him half of the twin house. 
It gave him the same furniture he'd get in a 
dormitory plus a few extras. Mrs. Bishow, 
who served an Army-wife apprenticeship 
brightening drab apartments, did the rest. 
Today the place looks like a picture out of 
‘‘House and Garden.”’ 

‘I’m lucky to get a place like this,”’ says 
Bishow. “‘I don’t believe it’s typical.” 

The college has two president’s houses now 

and no president. One of these could be 
converted into apartments, and so could a 
huge four-story dormitory built in 1904 along 
spacious lines. 


Balancing the Budget 


As To balancing the budget on GI educa- 
tional funds, that’s not so easy, even if — 
like the Bishows — you beat Jack Frost to 
the apples. 

‘You can’t do it,”’ says Dave, who has sat 
up nights figuring and knows. 

Dave, of course, gets up to $500 a year to 
cover tuition, books, infirmary fee, labora- 
tory charges and other essential college ex- 
penses. They total about $500, but if they 
didn’t, he wouldn’t get the difference — 
the GI bill doesn’t work that way. 

Then there’s the $75 a month of GI money 
for living expenses. Rent on the five-room 
twin house is $25 a month. Coal adds $10, 
milk $8, and electricity $7. Meat and grocer- 
ies average $40. Water $1. Total these figures 
as many times as you want to and you get 
$91. All of which means that the Bishows 
have to buy clothes and pay insurance pre- 
miums on a minus $16 a month. 

If you owned a trailer, you might be 
able to get by. You’d eliminate rent and 
most of the fuel bill. But Dave keeps the 
books balanced by playing a vibraharp (it’s 
a sort of mechanized xylophone) at YWCA 
dances in nearby Utica twice a week. 

You can, of course, cut a few fiscal corners. 
Last summer, the Bishows were busy grow- 
ing and canning vegetables on a 120-acre 
farm near the arty village of Woodstock. It 
belongs to Dave’s mother. The result was 
that he arrived with 20 quarts of canned 
pears, 20 pints of asparagus, 15 quarts of 
tomato juice, 25 quarts of string beans, 150 
pounds of potatoes and two cartons of par- 
snips —- items freshmen don’t usually bring 
to college. 


Concentrates on Backyard 


Tuis summer he is concentrating on 200 
square feet of backyard. Handy with tools. 
he can go all the way from a hunk of yellow 
pine to a finished playpen or bookcase —- and 
has. Joan (née Joan Hornbeck, Westfield, 
N. J.), a Katherine Gibbs graduate, can run 
a sewing machine as well as a typewriter. 
She’s a thrifty housewife. There are no laun- 
dry bills, and few from the local cleaner. 
This summer she helped out on the family 
budget by playing the college organ — some- 
thing that was arranged only after the dean 
gave Dave chapel cuts so he could stay home 
and take care of the baby Sunday mornings. 

Aside from this, every college has all kinds 
of scholarships, student loan funds and even 
student employment offices where part-time 
jobs can be had for piecing out expenses. 
Incidentally, Dave thinks that a veteran, 
swapping a regular job for educational bene- 
fits, had better lay his plans well mm advance, 
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or, at least, put a couple of hundred dollars 
aside to draw on. Even after the War Depart- 
ment had certified he had two years, five 
months and 27 days of GI educational money 
coming to him, it was four months before the 
checks began to come through. ““‘Why a man 
could starve in that time!’’ says Dave. 

The Bishows find life by no means lonely. 
A wife who is easy on the eyes, talks inter- 
estingly, and bakes good. biscuits is — short 
of a convertible coupé — the best social asset 
a student ever brought to college. Bishow 
can hold bull sessions with home cooking. 

As to a GI’s fear he may have “grown too 
old to study,”” there’s nothing in it, according 
to Dave. At 26 he’s older than a good many 
‘veterans will be when they’re discharged. 

In high scheol, Dave’s marks were average 
— mostly in the 70’s and low &80’s. During his 
first semester at Hamilton he ran off with 
three B’s and a C — “‘gentlemen’s grades” 
they call them. **You can forget a lot in ten 
years,”’ Dave says. ‘“‘But maturity helps, 
too. You haven’t lost or gained.”’ 

Then there’s one other question that is in 
most GI minds (Dave knows, because his ex- 
buddies write to him). It’s whether or not 
college may seem a bit puerile or flabby by 
the time you’re in your late 20’s. That, of 
course, is something that hasn’t been worry- 
ing the GI’s alone; the educators themselves 
are disturbed anti have been looking at them- 
selves in a mirror lately as concernedly as a 
woman trying on a new Easter hat. 


Takes Freshman Seminar 


WELL, Hamilton is no exception. Dave is 
taking the college’s new freshman seminar. 
Seminars normally are something you don’t 
hit until senior year. This is billed in the cata- 
logue as a “Seminar in Reading, Writing, and 
Speaking,”’ and in both time and credits it is 
a “double course.”” You take it instead of the 
old-line Freshman composition and one odd 
elective. Each section’s limited to 12 students. 

The content sounds simple enough. You 
read Homer, the Bible, Shakespeare, Milton, 
Plato and other similar works, until you 
begin to get a grasp of what some of the 
great men of the past were thinking and writ- 
ing about. Then you do a bit of writing your- 
self — and talking. You begin to apply “the 
past” to “‘the present.’’ And when you read 
in the papers about someone having a “‘new 
idea’ you have read enough to recognize how 
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PROBLEM: Wife Jo helps him work out their b 


old it is, and just where it really came from. 

“It’s the best course I’ve ever had any- 
where. It’s wonderful. It ought to be com- 
pulsory for the full four years,”’ says Dave. 
He finds his art, philosophy, and German 
courses equally mature. And happily no one 
has tried to get him to wear a freshman cap! 

Of course there are other GI’s like Dave 
Bishow in other colleges who face the same 
problems. For residences, Brown, Bowdoin, 
Union, Ohio State — to name a few — are 
counting heavily on quarters which retreating 
war workers will leave behind them. Michi- 
gan, Itinois, Oklahoma, and Purdue hope to 
mushroom up apartment houses when men 
and materials become available. 


Wades Into Problem 


THe dean of the University of New Hamp- 
shire, William A. Medesy — an ex-field artil- 
lery captain wounded in Sicily — has waded 
into the problem like a task force and this 
month hopes to have 25 veterans’ families 
housekeeping in a Portsmouth war housing 
project just relinquished by submarine build- 
ers. It’s nine miles from the campus, but the 
University will run a bus. 

Portsmouth, its eye on 50 vacant FHA 
apartments at a copper mine 17 miles away 
as a last-ditch measure, hopes to keep ahead 
of the demand by remodeling a number of 
college-owned houses near the campus. 
Princeton is doing the same thing. Williams 
is thinking about remodeling an old inn into 
a co-operative house (wives of veterans may 
enroll in this otherwise strictly men’s college) 
and Kenyon is relying on faculty houses 
while they last.

by reorganizing local government and the 
judiciary, by encouraging free speech, free 
press, freedom of religion and the right of 
labor to organize.” 


Solving the Problem 


Tuat’s a big order. Can it be done? My 
answer is yes. Must it be-done? Again my 
answer is yes. I base those statements on my 
own observations of the military governments 
at work in Germany where I saw what the 
problem was and how it was being solved. 

When I landed in Germany to learn about 
the policing of a conquered people, I expected 
to see resistance. I looked for undercover 
fighting and widespread sabotage. But to my 
surprise I found no indications of dis- 
obedience, no outward signs of organiza- 
tion against the army of occupation. 

To be sure I saw only a fragment of Ger- 
many. I chose Cologne as a typical city be- 
cause it was under American jurisdiction at 
the time of my visit, because it was neither 
too large nor too small to be considered aver- 
age in size and because it was surrounded by 
farms and farm people. 

If I failed to find underground organiza- 
tion, there was ample evidence of its exist- 
ence. On the surface the Germans are civil 
and often subservient, scrutinized more care- 
fully they are unreformed and unchanged. 

I talked to many. of them. They professed 
to hate Hitler, yet they did not voluntarily 
renounce his form of government. They had 
bet on the wrong side. Their failure to win 
galled and saddened them, but they refused 
to discredit the ideology for which they had

renounce the vicious principles which 
motivated Germany's aggressions. 

Without policing, which includes 
political supervision and moral edu- 
cation, the evil national character of 
Germany would quickly reassert 
itself. 

The first emotion of an American 
in Germany today is pride. To be a 
part of a nation which crushed the 
Nazi, to be regarded as a conqueror, 
to be bowed and scraped to, brings 
the visitor an unreal sense of import- 
ance. Riding on a jeep, I felt almost 
kingly for the jeep is the vehicle of 
the victors. Indeed I saw no Ger- 
mans in their own cars. On foot, on 
bicycle, in oxcarts, they looked at 
our military equipage with obvious 
envy as they saluted, waved or cere- 
moniously tipped their hats. 

A trickle of foot traffic replaced 
the throngs of shoppers and busi- 
ness people who had crowded the 
commercial districts a year ago. 
They walked not along gleaming 
sidewalks, but rather picked their 
way through streets which had been 
partly cleared of rubble by *U.S. 
bulldozers. The big-city noises of 
trafic had given way to silence, 
overwhelming, appalling silence, 
broken only by the occasional sound 
ofan Army car or truck. There was 
no laughter, no loud talking — 
most Germans spoke in affected 
whispers. 

The new silence was eloquent, a 
terrifying testimony to the might of 
the war machine which had wiped 
a city almost off the map. Of 750,- 
000 people a scant 150,000 remained. 
Some had fled into the country or 
across the Rhine deeper into Ger- 
many. Others had been swallowed 
up by the Nazi armies or killed off 
by Hitler organizations. But most of 
the vanished remain, buried deep 
under the ruins of buildings which 
had crumpled from devastating air 
assaults. 


Super-Suburb 


Hort weather brings back appalling 
memories to the living, for when the 
thermometer registers 80 degrees 
the dead begin to stink. Hundreds 
of thousands of them, the innocent 
and the guilty alike yield up a suffo- 
cating moribund smell that sickens 
those who survive. 

This is no lightly bombed city, 
but an area of perhaps 30 square 
miles in which the standing building 
is a freak and the surviving house 
a phenorhenon. 

The prosperous ones had built 
themselves a super-suburb, the 
Green Belt. Here, surrounded by 
green lawns and flower gardens live 
prosperous professional people and 
successful party officials, the own- 
ers of industry and their well-paid 
managers. This area, no military 
objective, was relatively unharmed. 
Military Government had comman- 
deered the larger houses to billet its 
officers and men. In the most pre- 
possessing of them the commanding 
officer and his staff lived and dined 
and held their evening meetings. 

Col. John K. Patterson, formerly 
a civil engineer in Riverside, Calif., 
held the post of commanding officer. 
He came to Germany with no delu- 
sions of grandeur. He had no ambi- 


tion but to go home, and yet he was 
profoundly convinced of the neces- 
sity of policing Germany for years 
to come. 

If a commanding officer is best 
judged by his accomplishments, Col. 
Patterson has done our Army proud, 
for Military Government appeared 
to be a model of efficiency. Its first 
job was to bring about law and 
order: law according to American 
standards; order until a perma- 
nent system of Government 
could be devised. 

The occupying troops under Colo- 
nel Patterson were but a fracfion of 
the number necessary to govern the 
remains of a modern municipality, 
with its courts, schools and public 
utilities. Everywhere in Germany the 
first function of M.G. is the same: 
to select a group of German assist- 
ants who have been neither Nazis 
nor affiliated with Nazi activities. 


Keep ‘Em Straight 


Pernarps the most spectacular 
product of Military Government 
was justice. To insure it, we set up 
courts to enforce our edicts and to 
keeps the Germans from lawlessness. 
The home office building of a 
large insurance company stood in 
the very center of the city. Its mod- 
ern construction had saved it from 
complete destruction. Although the 
top stories had been blasted, the 
first and second floors were usable. 
Smaller offices were set aside for 
administrators; the larger rooms 
were converted into courts. 
American officers, trained in the 
law, sat on the judges’ benches. GI’s

who spoke German as well as Eng- 
lish served as interpreters. Every 
defendant had the right of counsel; 
he could choose either a screened, 
anti-Nazi German or an American 
Military lawyer to speak for him. 

I spent an afternoon in court, 
observing the proceedings. I remem- 
ber particularly the trial of an SS 
man, alleged. to have falsified his 
questionnaire and suspected of loot- 
ing the house of his neighbor's wid- 
ow. He had a massive, close-cropped 
head; a hard, bitter expression. He 
looked like a small-town edition of 
his late superior, Heinrich Himmler. 
Emphatically he denied all charges, 
but could produce no witnesses in 
his behalf. 

The prosecutor, a 25-year-old 
lieutenant, formerly a junior part- 
ner in an important Wall Street 
law office, called six witnesses to

obtain a conviction within a matter 
of minutes. 

The spectators at the trial were 
astonished. They had been invited 
and urged to attend trials under 
Military Government. Even the 
most stubborn of them look goggle- 
eyed at the obviously fair court pro- 
ceedings in which no German is 
judged guilty without an open trial. 

No city can function without 
water and light. Under Military 
Government supervision the Ger- 
mans have patched their sewerage 
system, which, our air force had 
blown to bits, and partially restored 
electricity. And M.G. will also help 
restore the necessary minimum of 
food supply and business life. 

I saw not a single remaining store. 
A produce market has been set up; 
at dawn farmers arrive with fruits 
and vegetables; within an hour they 
are sold out and the only visible 
commerce of the city ends for the 
day. Beyond that which meets the 
eye, there is undoubtedly endless 
barter among the Germans: a broken 
sewing machine for a bunch of tur- 
nips, a coat for a chicken. Food is 
the standard of value for the few 
things which remain. 

And yet the average German in 
cities which are not destroyed has 
more in capital and income than 
the average Frenchman. It is also 
true that he has accumulated a 
greater amount of self-pity. 


Troops For a Generation 


Der-NaziFicaTION in schools is only 
now beginning. I saw thousands of 
children outside of one of the sev- 
eral remaining schools lining up for 
registration. Three out. of four of 
their former teachers will never in- 
struct again; they have been re- 
moved by death or made ineligible 
through Nazi affiliation. Repre- 
sentatives of Military Government 
are preparing the few teachers who 
can be trusted for the important 
work of democratic schooling. Only 
the first four primary grades will 
start this year. There will be 
neither reliable teachers nor 
new textbooks available for older 
school children. 

I left the Rhine realizing that I 
had seen but a small beginning of 
things to come. But what I saw had 
its counterpart all over conquered 
Germany. 

The policies proclaimed at the 
Potsdam conference and enunciated 
through President Truman must be 
executed by vigilant policing. They 
cannot become completely effective 
within a few months or even within 
a few years. 

In the area of Germany for which 
America has assumed responsibil- 
ity, we will need troops for perhaps 
a generation to come, for unless we 
adequately police the nation which 
has so often fomented war, we may 
lose the peace. 

With Japan’s surrender, troops 
who have never had battle duty can 
replace the veterans in Germany. 
If we are determined to avoid war, 
ahead of these troops and of a dis- 
arming nation still lies a long-term 
watch on the Rhine. The End

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Mrs. Lord: She should know 


Take a tip from our 
Wacs — who know how 


to cook with anything 


NE'’S tongue is never bored 
Q when a Wac does the cook- 
ing. Right around the globe these 
girls have been dining magnifi- 
cently on C and K rations. Mrs. 
Oswald B. Lord, National Chair- 
man of the Civilian Advisory Com- 
mittee for the Women's Army 
Corps told us so and Mrs. Lord 
ought to know. 

This gracious woman, the for- 
mer Mary Pillsbury of Minneapo- 
lis, was chosen by General George 
C. Marshall to visit Wac installa- 
tions in England, Scotland, the 
Middle East, Egypt, North Africa. 

Wherever Mrs. Lord traveled 
she ‘“‘messed’’ with the Wacs; 
looked into their kitchens, into 
their storerooms. Her job as de- 
tailed by the War Department was 
to report generally on how the 
Wacs lived, how they worked.

But the food! Mrs. Lord can’t 
say enough for their table. Neither 
can the GI's who beg invitations 
to mess. “‘Like eating at the Ritz,”’ 
the boys told Mrs. Lord. ‘“‘Don’t 
you girls have to use Ration C?’’ 
is the question. The answer: ‘‘Man, 
that’s what you're eating!’ 

Wacs are cooks adventurous; 
they experiment with seasonings. 
They try the recipes of the lands in 
which they are billeted. Glorifying 
the canned meat is every Wac 
cook’s hobby. Finely ground, this 
meat has proven especially adapt- 
able in Italian get-togethers. The 
finished product tastes foreign but 
it looks American as the buffalo 
on a nickel. 

Some of the finest of these 
Americanized Italian dishes Mrs. 
Lord sampled at the Wacs’ Rest 
Hotel where she visited in Rome. 
This mess was set up by Staff Ser- 
geant Genevieve Buzenski, of 
Mansfield, O., with Captain Rob- 
bie Palmer, of Carizozo, N. M., 
assisting as second cook, and local 


Italian women doing KP duty. 
When the first Italian-type dish 
came to the table there was a 
cheer from the guests. Now the 
hotel makes a daily feature of 
Italian cooking. But the recipes are 
remodeled, styled to the ration 
and renamed in Wacs’ slang. 

A dish “out of the Wacs’ world” 
is Bolognese Caps. Here is the 
recipe Mrs. Lord brought home to 
try out on family and friends. 


Cappalletti alla Bolognese 
(‘Bolognese Caps’’) 

2 cups canned meat, ground 

4 pound American cheese 

i cup nut meats 

Salt and pepper 

2 eggs 

Egg dough 

Grind meat, cheese and nuts. 
Add seasonings. Roll! the egg dough 
(the recipe below) and cut in 
rounds three inches in diameter. 
Place on each a teaspoonful of fill- 
ing, fold over, dampening the 
edges of the paste with water and 
press edges firmly together with a 
fork. Press the ends together, first 
dampening slightly. The result is a 
wee hat, hence the name ‘‘Cappal- 
letti.”’ The Italian cook boils the 
*“‘caps”’ in stock 15 minutes, then 
serves hot with a sauce. But not in 
Wac kitchens. No ma’am! Meat 
dumplings are brushed with fat 
and baked in a hot (450°F.) oven 
for 15 minutes, or until nicely 
browned. Bring on the gravy! 


Egg Dough 
2 cups flour 
2 eggs, whole 
1-2 egg yolks 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
%% teaspoon salt 


Make a paste of flour and eggs. 
Work and knead thoroughly. Let 
stand half an hour. Roll thin on a 
floured board; cut into circles. Fill 
with meat mixture. Yield: 30 rings. 

The Italian dish ‘“Cannelloni 
alla Nizzarda,’’- which the Wacs 
call ‘‘Poultry Giblets in Blankets,”’ 
calls for this same egg dough 
recipe; but the filling — that’s 
different. 


Poultry Giblets in Blankets 


2 cups poultry giblets finely 
ground (canned meat may be 
added) 

4 cup cheese 

4 cup raisins, seeded 

Salt 

Pepper 

l4 cup heavy cream sauce 

Egg dough, thinly rolled 

2 cups gravy 

Mix giblets, grated cheese, and 

raisins. Season with salt and pep- 
per. Blend with cream sauce. Cut 
thinly rolled egg dough into strips 
six by three inches, boil dough 
strips in salted water 10 minutes. 
Drain thoroughly. Place one table- 
spoon meat mixture on the end of 
each strip and roll. Place in but- 
tered pans, pour over beef or 
chicken stock gravy and bake in a 
hot oven (450°F.) for 20 minutes.

O ONE aboard the C-54 taking 
N off from Canton Island, about 
800 miles north of Samoa, could 
have sensed the danger lurking in 
the tropical sky on that long trip 
home. 

Flight Nurse Lieut. Dorothy 
O'Rourke surveyed her charges as 
the great transport ship cleared the 
blob of sand in the blue Pacific and 
nosed on her way to Johnston Island, 
the last stop before San Francisco. 

The C-54 was only half-filled with 
patients on litters, and the pilot was 
going to stop by Johnston to pick 
up a USO troupe going back too.
